L o n d o n , D ecem ber 7th.—T he conference 
of the M cCarthy party was prolonged until 
alter m idnight last nigbt. 
M cCarthy pre­ 
sided throughout the session. 
A com m it­ 
tee, consisting of M urphy, B arry, Mor- 
rough. Ilealy, Sexton and Pow er, was ap­ 
pointed to draft a prospectus for a lim ited 
com pany to establish a daily new spaper in 
Ireland, to be devoted to tbe interests of 
th e 
N ationalist 
party. 
H arry 
W ebb, 
T reasurer of the new com pany, opened a 
list, and the m em bers present subscribed 
£1,020 
It is probable th at United Ireland 
will become a daily publication. 
A m ajority of the party were keenly 
alive to the disadvantage of leading Na­ 
tionalist papers siding w ith P arnell, and 
the whole of tbe m achinery of the N ational 
League being under his control. 
They are 
hopeful, however, th at the influence of the 
Bishops and priests will assist them to ob­ 
tain a popular verdict. 
B oth sides are pre­ 
paring for an im m ediate cam paign in Ire­ 
land. 
A letter from the A rchbishops and Bish­ 
ops was read in all the C atholic churches 
in Ireland alter the celebration of mas3 to­ 
day.

T lie M o th e r o f th e C h ick . 
The New York Tribune, upon this ques­ 
tion, tells the following story : 
W hich is the mother of the chick— the 
hen that lays the egg, or the lien that 
hatches it? 
This is a question lately de­ 
cided by Justice McMahon of Parkvi’lle, a 
small but interesting suburb of the City of 
Churches. 
It Ls the first case of the kind 
known to have been brought into Court, 
and by reason of its unique importance the 
trial has occupied much of the tim e of the 
presiding Justice. 
The facts are that a 
farmer McCaughn and farmer Gormley 
are next-door neighbors, and their hen­ 
neries adjoin each other. 
Farmer Mc- 
C'aughn owns choice game birds, but the 
fowls belonging to his neighbor are of the 
ordinary farm-yard standard. It was testi­ 
fied that one of farmer McCaughn’s hens 
scrambled over the fence and indiscreetly, 
if not wickedly aud feloniously, did lay 
two eggs, at divers times, on farmer Gorm- 
ley’s premises. 
The 
triumphant note 
which 
heralded this maternal achieve­ 
ment did not suggest to farmer Gormlev 
the propriety of picking up the eggs anil 
delivering them into the possession of the 
owner of the hen. 
On the contrary, he 
promptly put them under a sitting hen 
owned by liimseif, and in due course of 
tim e they were hatched. 
So soon as their feathers and little red 
combs began to grow Farmer McCaughn 
observed that these dubious chickens were 
full-blooded game birds, like those of his 
own hennery, and he made a demand for 
them. 
Farmer Gormley denied the claim 
of ownership with emphasis and disdain. 
Then Farmer McCaughn summoned his 
chicken-raising neighbor before the Court 
for trial, and issue was joined. 
The ques­ 
tion was not between hen and hen, but be­ 
tween farmer and farmer; or, rather, it was 
a question as to whose hen was the mother 
of the chickens. 
Now, ordinary common 
sense would suggest that as the hatching 
of the chickens is a mere mechanical pro­ 
cess, chiefly dependent upon caloric, as 
science has demonstrated most thoroughly, 
it is not characteristic, or necessarily even 
suggestive, of motherhood. 
The setting 
hen is unquestionably an efficient incu­ 
bator, and so. too, would be a rooster, if 
you could get him to sit long enough ; but 
who would presume to say that a rooster 
could become a mother, even if he should 
hatch a dozen broods? 
Justice McMahon 
has decided 
that Farmer Gormley must 
surrender the two chickens to Farmer Mc- 
C aughn, or pay to him the full amount of 
th e ir value. 
B ut is not Farmer Gormley 
entitled to pay for the labor and services 
of his hen in hatching th e eggs ? 
The de­ 
cision of th e Justice is righteous as to the 
m ain point a t issue, b ut he seems to have 
overlooked th e fundam ental propriety of 
th e counter claim .

ESSENTIALS 
OF 
A 
REFORM 
SYSTEM. 
BALLOT 


"We are gratified to note that t he press 
of the State has taken up the discussion of 
th e reform ballot system. 
It is indicative 
of a feeling that the forthcoming Legisla- 
tuT° must consider and pass upon some bill 
looking in the direction of a reformation 
of our system of balloting. 
The San Francisco Chronicle, which has 
at least been consistent in its adhesion to 
the California ballot system, and its oppo­ 
sition to the reform ballot, points out that 
the Democratic party in this State is 
pledged by its platform to 
the form 
adopted by Massachusetts, and that the 
system of the Bay State is by no means 
faultiess. 
This is not strictly true. 
The Demo­ 
cratic platform refers to the Massachusetts 
system as indicating what it means by a 
modified A ustralian system. 
It is not to 
be read as binding the party absolutely to 
the Massachusetts plan. 
W hat the clear 
meaning of the platform is, cannot he mis­ 
taken—that is, that some system substan­ 
tially like those in use in several States 
and which are modifications of the A ustra­ 
lian system, shall be adopted in California, 
the two great purposes to be kept in view 
being absolute secrecy of the ballot, and 
inability to cow the voter and make pur­ 
chases of votes with any certainty that the 
“goods will lie delivered.’’ 
However, it is 
the Republican party that must be held 
responsible for a ballot law this winter. 
There are nine different systems in force 
in the U nited States based upon the fund­ 
amental principles of the Australian law. 
There is but one of these that is gravely 
defeetive, that of the State of New York, 
which perm its single “pasters” to be used, 
or a full-sheet paster ballot to be prepared 
and used by political 
party agencies. 
Nevertheless, even with this serious fault 
the new law in that State has proved to be 
a great advance upon the old one. 
The Chronicle objects to the “blanket 
ticket,” by which it means a ballot o» 
which the names of all the candidates are 
printed. 
W herever there lias been im par­ 
tial examination of the system by fair- 
minded men, this lias been found to be the 
very least of objections worthy of any con­ 
sideration. 
There is not such material 
difference to the voter between a sheet of 
paper 41 inches wide and 12 to 15 jnches 
Jong, as with us in California, and one 
even 10 inches wide and 20 inches long. 
Really the voter can more easily handle 
the latter and select the names he desires 
to vote for than he can four or five distinct 
ballots of the California kind. 
This will 
be seen to be especially true when it is re­ 
called that under our system the four or 
five single ballots may swell to twenty in 
number by reason of a dozen or more side- 
issue and switch ballots being put into the 
field, with the names of candidates of side­ 
show parties printed in among the nomi­ 
nees of the greater parties. 
There are six chief things to be at­ 
tained by a ballot-reform law, and all 
other matters relating to it are but atiairs 
of minor detail. 
These essentials are : 
1. That the State or county or city shall 
print and furnish the ballots, and no others 
shall be used at or about the polls. 


"2. That the 'Tr,ier shall receive his ballot 
of the ballot clerk, at the polls, ami pass 
at once into a booth to mark it in privacy, 
and free from any oversight or domina­ 
tion. 
3. That, when marked, he shall return 
the identical ballot delivered to him by 
the clerk, who identities it by the number 
on its outer fold corresponding with the 
number of the stub from which the ballot 
was torn and with the same number re­ 
corded on the poll-list. 
4. T hat the ballot number shall be de­ 
tached by or in the presence of the voter 
and destroyed, and the identity of the bal­ 
lot thus effaced, whereupon the voter shall 
proceed to cast his ballot. 
5. T hat the boards of election shall re­ 
turn to the authority issuing the books of 
ballots stubs equal in number to the bal­ 
lots cast into the box anil called for by the 
poll-list. 
6. T hat all the candidates shall be 
named on the official ballot, with their 
political designation accompanying or above 
the name. 
It is better we judge, from a study of all 
the systems, to adopt the plan of Indiana, 
that is, to print each party ticket on the 
ballot with the party vignette at the 
head of the party column that voters 
may, by stamping with a stamp fur­ 
nished, in the square printed for the 
purpose opposite the party title, vote a 
straight ticket. 
This plan avoids any pos­ 
sible confusion in the voter's mind that 
m ight arise with some, in picking out 
names by political designation set opposite 
each name in unindicated columns. 
But 
in the Indiana ballot, in addition to each 
column representing a political party, the 
abbreviation “Dem.,” “Rep.,” “Pro.” or 
“Ind.” is also set opposite each name. 
It is to be here noted that the Indiana 
ballot at the late election contained the 
Democratic, Republican, Prohibition and 


The paster system of New York is an 1 
abomination. 
It permits a voter to paste 
a slip over a name, the slip containing pos­ 
sibly a name not on the regular ballot. 
Or it perm its a full sheet to be pasted over 
ihe entire ballot containing an entirely 
distinct and new list of candidates if the 
voter chooses. 
Of course, this paster 
scheme was a concession to the boss ele­ 
ment in the Democratic party, and behind 
it and enforcing it stood Governor H ill 
w ith a threatened veto. The viciousness 
of this paster system is too apparent to 
call for explanation here. Its worst feature 
is that it enables the vote-buyer to make 
it certain that the “goods are delivered.” 
To exclude the paster system does not 
prevent the voter from voting for any per­ 
son not named on the official ticket. 
can do as he does now under the C’alF orn(a 
system, write in a new name if he. wishes 
—scratch out one name and ins ¿rt another 
in his party ticket. 
If he ca^ uot reaj anj 
write, he is entitled to the. nssistance of an 
election clerk to enaUie him to mark his 
ballot. 
Of course the system carries with it of 
necessity the registerv of candidates—that 
is, the names must be filed in time to en­ 
able the ballots to be printed and deliv­ 
ered. 
But this is no hardship. 
If a can­ 
didate dies, or is removed from the ticket, 
it is a m atter of ease for the Election 
Board to write in the substituted name 
authorized by the party nominating, since 
but 200 ballots are to be used in any one 
precinct, and the alteration th at such a 
contingency may render necessary cannot 
be a clerical task of more than a few mo­ 
ments, and can be witnessed by the entire 
Election Board and the recognized chal­ 
lengers and watchers. 
Of course, too, the reform system carries 
with it the provisions and regulations that 
prevent crowds about the ballot-box. 
A 
a clear, railed-in space of many feet is re­ 
served in front of the box, w ithin which 
no one is perm itted to pass except for the 
purpose of voting, or to make an arrest. 
The Republican party is to be mainly 
responsible for the acts of the approaching 
Legislature. 
It will lie called on to pass a 
reform ballot law. 
If it fails to do so, and 
to give us one dictated by wisdom and the 
experience of other States that have given 
the modified ¡Australian system trial, the

St a n l e y agrees that the Congo country 
cannot be settled by whites, because in 
three years in that climate the white man 
expends ten years of vitality, while white 
women cannot live there at all and re­ 
tain health.

AH ALLEGED BLACKMAILER CAUGHT 
IN THIS CITY, 


A San Francisco D etective and 
Letter Do the Work In Hand­ 
some ttjle.

FLORENCE NIGHT MISSION. 
On Friday last detective Coffey, of San 
Francisco, came to this city and effec’ed an 
im portant arrest. It was that of a young 
man accused of being a blackmailer. He 
had exposed himself by applying for 
letters, and received one that was placed in 
the mail as a decoy. He claimed that he 
was not the party wanted, and had called 
for the letter at the request of another per­ 
son, whose identity he declined to expose. 
The Recoed-Usion withheld tbe publi­ 
cation of the facts, at the request of tbe 
arresting officer, who wished to see if any 
other person applied for letters similarly 
addressed. He has apparently abandoned 
the hope of making further arrests, as the 
facts were on Saturday given to the San 
Francisco papers. 
The Chronicle story 
thereof is as follows: 
‘ A few days ago four ladies of promi­ 
nence in this city received letters written in 
a crude hand and badly spelled, which re­ 
quired them to advance $100 to the writer 
or ‘take the consequence’ of losing their 
lives or those of tneir relatives if they 
failed to comply wiih the request. Their 
spirits w ere much perturbed at the receipt 
of such sanguinary epistles, which breathed 
of tbe days ot the Italian and Greek 
brigands. 
"The letters were given to Chief of Po­ 
lice Crowley, aad detective John Colley 
was d-tailed to apprehend the blackmailer. 
The following is a sample of the letters: 
“I want about St00. You have plenty of money. 
You have to send between three days about $.00 
to the address F. Kbculus. Sacramento. If you 
don't send it to the right time youoroue of Your 
fa::::.y loses hi.- iile by my hand nnd then Í kill 
myself. B y 
l would kill myself by now I 
try it first tnis way and be sure a.® soon as you 
make any trouble you will be killed by 'my 
hands or by my <■ ¿mpanions. Wherever you go 
1 meet you and I kill you and one of your fam­ 
ily and then myself. ------------it, that's what I 
do- Don t try to catch any of us, we don't fear 
all the world. We send another man to take 
the letter, and If lie does not come back vou 
may make your testament. 
“F. Khenius, Sacramento. 
‘‘Detective Coffey immediately ruai’ei a 
letter to the blackmailer s address and went 
to Sacramento on tbe same train as tbe 
missive. About 8 o’clock he was rewarded 
for his efforts wbiie standing near the gen­ 
eral delivery window in the Sacramento 
postoffice, by having a young man call for 
a letter addressed to F. Rhecius. The 
young lady clerk asked him several times 
if that was his name, which he admitted. 
He also said that the letter was expected 
from han Francisco. He was handed the 
decoy letter, which lie nut in his coat 
pocket. 
Detective Coffey followed him 
out of the postoffice, and on Fourth street 
accosted him by saying; 
‘"Y ou have made a mistake about that 
letter.’ 
“ The blackmailer said that he had uot, 
as it was his name on the envelope. Trie 
detective took him into custody. 
“The arrested man gave the name cf Felix 
Schmidt, which is correct, and said that he 
received the letter for a man in San Fran­ 
cisco, who promised him $?5 if he found 
any money Inclosed. But when searched 
at tbe station a list was found in his pock­ 
ets of the persons to whom he had ad­ 
dressed the threatening letters. He at­ 
tempted to blackmail the following per­ 
sons into sending him *100 each: Mrs. D. 
D. Shattuck, 811 I’oweli streei; Mrs. Bara­ 
to w, 927 Pine; Mrs. G H. Woods, 913 
Pine, and Mrs. H. Davis, 1011 Bush. 
“Schmidt says he is 19 years old, but he 
looka m uch older. He lived in this city at 
30 Sacramento street. He came here by 
the way cf Texas, and a few days ago he 
told a clerk in the German Consulate that 
he had run away from home. He was 
taken to the city prison at 8 o’clock Friday 
night and was placed in the tanks. Yes­ 
terday four charges of felony were entered 
against his name.” 
WELL CARED FOR. 
R eport of the Sacram ento Trustees of 
the State M ineral Cabinet. 
Eugene J. Gregory, J. A. Woodson and 
George Pyburn, the Trustees of the Mineral 
-Cabinet, have submitted their second bi­ 
ennial report to the Governor. The Cabi- 
jét is kept in the E. B. Crocker Art Gal­ 
lery in this city. The Trustees say: 
Since the first report, dated June 30, 1688, 
tbe Trustees have completed tbe labeling, 
and arrangement for display, of the great r 
number of the specimens in the cabinet, as 
contemplated in that document. 
They 
have likewise had an entirely new set of 
locks and fastenings placed on the glass 
doors of the upper case, and have covered 
the uppermost tier of drawers in the lower 
case w ith glass. In addition to this they 
have had the upper tier of drawers on one 
side of three sections of the cabinet—that 
side which faces the windows—converted 
into permanent flat glass esses, wherein 
may be, and in fact are, arranged a num ­ 
ber of tbe most remarkable and beautiful 
minerals. These flat cases form an elegant 
and valuable addition to the cabinet,aud 
permit a more thorough display of their 
contents than is possible on the shelves of 
the upright cases. 
In the operation of removing tbe cabinet 
from the State Library it was found neces­ 
sary to cut a portion of one of the sections 
from the main body. This severed portion 
the Trustees have caused to be converted 
into a separate flat case, which is covered 
with glass, and therein they have displayed 
some of the larger and more notable speci­ 
mens to better advantage than as formerly 
in tbe upright cases. 
During the more thorough and detailed 
examination of the minerals, consequent 
upon their labeling and final arrangement, 
it was discovered that over a thousand 
specimens in drawers had escaped atten­ 
tion and were left without being named 
and catalogued. Moreover, the Trustees 
have, during the last two years, made sev­ 
eral additions to the cabinet, principally of 
coals, building stones and clays,, and by 
the courtesy of the Sta’e Mineralogist and 
Trustees of the Mining Bureau they have 
received many beautiful minerals, together 
with a fac simile of the Chilcat meteorite, 
all of which are now on exhibition. 
This will necessitate a slight additional 
expenditure in the near future for identi­ 
fying, arranging, and labeling the over­ 
looked and added specimens. 
On this ac­ 
count, too, it will be necessary to print a 
new and revised edition of the catalogue, 
and it is the design of the Trustees, in this 
new edition, to have the entire work re­ 
modeled and enriched with mineralogical 
notes. This will render the exhibit, taken 
together with the catalogue, more educa­ 
tional than spectacular in its character. 
The cabinet, since its removal to its pres­ 
ent location, has been inspected by several 
thousand visitors, both citizens and stran­ 
gers from abroad, and apparently forms a 
very attractive feature oí the capital city. 
Moreover, showing as it does, in a way not 
to be misunderstood, tbe varied character 
and great extent of the mineral resources 
of the State, it cannot fail to be advantage­ 
ous in the way of attracting citizens and 
capital to California.

Then he 
tendered the driver a $5 piece, but the lat­ 
ter told him he could not change it, aad 
beside that he (the passenger) had plenty 
of small silver in his hand. 
After considerable ill-natured mattering, 
the fellow gave the driver a dime, for which 
he received an envelope containing two 
five-cent nickels. These he put in b i­ 
pocket and sat down, apparently deter­ 
mined to beat his way. 
By this time the driver began to lose his 
patience. He told the rowdy that he must 
pay his fara or leave the car. Toe five 
cents was reluctantly deposited in the box, 
and the fellow resumed his seat. He scon 
arose, however, and stalked out upon tbe 
front platform. He was a man of powerful 
build, and bef .re driver Valentine was 
aware of the fellow’s hostile intentions the 
latter assaol’ed him. 
Valentine clapped on the break of his 
car and made a grab for his switch-hook, 
but his assailant wa3 too quick for him, 
and before he could get the iron free the 
fellow had whipped out a pistol, which be 
pressed against Valentine’s breast and 
forced him to loosen hia grasp on the 
switch-hook. 
There were three passengers in the car— 
Dr. G. L. Simmons, D. J. Considine and a 
young man. The latter left the car end 
got out of harm ’s way, but tbe other two 
gentlemen hastened to the front platform 
in time to prevent the rascal from using his 
pistol. He was hustled off the car, and 
the driver continued his journey. 
The a03ir was reported to Mr. Carey, pro­ 
prietor of the line, aud the next day lie 
sent the driver, in company with a po’lice- 
nisu, on a tour of the dives to see if he 
could find his assailant. The journey was, 
however, fruitless. Mr. Carev declare's that 
he will use every effort to run the wouid- 
be murderer down, and if caught wiil 
prosecute him to the full extent of the law.

NORTHERN CITRUS FAIR. 
Ltst of Prem ium s for the Show at M arys­ 
ville Next M onth. 
The Executive Committee in charge of 
tBe arrangements for the Northern Ciirns 
Fair, which Í3 to take place in Marysville 
early next month, ha3 completed the list of 
premiums to be offered for exhibits. The 
list shows how the State appropriation of 
$2 500 will be distributed. It 13 es follows: 
Class 1—County Exhibit—Best exhibit of 
citrus fruits by one county. First premium, 
$200; second. $150; thirL $100; fourth, $75. 
Class 2—W ashington Xaveis—The largest 
and best exhibit of Washington Navei 
oranges by one grower; an exhibit to re­ 
ceive an award under this premium must 
contain nor less than 2,000 oranges. First 
premium, $200; second, $100. 
Class 3—Washington Navels—Best ex­ 
hibit of Washington Navel oranges- (Any 
exhibit entered and compering in class 2 
will not be entitled to compete in this 
class.) First premium, $50; second, $30; 
third, $20. 
Class 4—Budded Oranges—Best exhibit 
of budded oranges, e ther than Washingt >n 
Navels First premium, $25; second, $15; 
third, $10. 
Class 5—Budded Oranges—Best twelve 
budded oranges exhibited and grown by 
one person. First premium, $10; second, 
$9; third, $8; fourth. $7; fifth, $6; sixth, $5:

It was just a year ago this month that a 
R ecord U nion reporter met Fred. A. Taft, 
of Truckee. at the Golden Eagie Hotel in 
this city. Mr. Taft had been for several 
years Superintendent of the Pacific Lum­ 
ber and Wood Company, whose mills are 
in the mountains near Truckee, but tie 
was then on his way East, where he in­ 
tended to remain. 
“Yes,” he Eaid, “I am going back to 
Dedham (Mass.) to spend the remainder of 
ruy day*3 among my grown up children. 
I am going back to the old Brush Hill", 
near Milton, where in my young day3 I 
hunted partridges and woodcock, and 
where you, my boy, and your schoolmates 
were gathering huckleberries at the sim e 
time. I am going by steamer, aud have 
been obliged to leave behind me good old 
Dorr, my taithful dog—tbe companion of 
many a shooting jaunt and pleasure jour­ 
ney. He is old aud sriff uow, and cannot 
live long—perbaps not through the winter 
You know him well, and you know his 
worth. I will inform you when he passes 
away, and will deem it a kinduets if you 
will give the faithful old fellow an obituarv 
notice in the R ecord Union, where Dorr’s 
many fiieuds will see it.” 
After the lapse of a year, the following 
letter was received yesterday : 
Dedham (Mass.), December 1st. 
Dear Friend: 1‘oor old Dorr perished in the 
recext great tire at Truckee. It you have had 
anything to say about him, phase send me a 
copy of the paper. The Boston iW , Ulube. .Id- 
vertiacr and Herald have all published notices 
of him. Youts, 
Fred A. Taft. 
Dorr was simply a dog, ot the Gordon 
setter species, but he was no common ca­ 
nine. He was tbe beat-tiained dog 011 the 
Pacific cocst. His intelligence was airnost 
human. Indeed, he knew more than a 
great mitny mortals—he could go thruugn 
the form of saying his prayers, and his 
morals were ot a far higher order than 
those of a large ciass of humanity. No 
man but his master, or some intimate 
friend of the latter, could prevail upon him 
to accept food or drink at his hands; for he 
had seen enough in his lourteen years’ ex­ 
perience among men in various pe.rts of the 
Union to ctuse him tobe suspicious of 
mankind in general. 
While Dorr was always a pleasant and 
agreeable companion—especially to his 
master—his chiel merit was his field quali­ 
ties. Thorough training had developed ms 
remarkable intelligence, and whether in 
quest of partridges among the rock-bound 
hills of New England, hunting prairie- 
chickens and grouse on the western prairies 
or the cunning Californiaquail ia the Sierra 
fooihiits, he wasalwaysa “cheerful worker” 
-keen-nosed, stanch on point, and ever 
mindful of his sportsman master's wishes, 
which he understood as well us if he were 
a modern mind-reader. As a trick dog he 
had lew equals, and he really appeared to 
understand everything his master said to 
him, doing things that it would seem im­ 
possible f ,r a dog to do. 
Dorr was well known to Sacramento 
sportsmen—indeed, he had a State reputa­ 
tion, gained by his field-trial periormances 
aud bench-show exhibitions. He was the 
chief attraction at the first Pacific Coast 
Field Trial Club's meeting, heid at Wall- 
town Timber, iu this county, iu 1SS3, where 
his iutel igence and thorough work was 
greatly admired. Dorr'3 pe-.tigree and pub 
lie performance-a were as ioliows: 
He was whelped March 29, 1870 His 
sire and dam were Don and Lady, imported 
in 1872 by E. L. Dorr, of Boston. His first 
appearance at a bench show was in New 
York, in May, 1877, when but fourteen 
months old, where he received an “H. C.” 
(highly commended). Later he took the 
third prize in Boston, beside several special 
prizes as the best broken and performing 
dog. He ran at the Nebraska field trials in 
1.8.80, winning third place iu a field of high- 
class performers, and won first money in 
the Pacific coast field trials in California in 
LSS3. 
In the latter year he was awarded the 
second prize at the bench show in San 
Francisco ia the Gordon setter cin-s ai d 
first prize as a performing dog. At the San 
Francisco bene:: show in 1888 he won the 
first pr ize in tbe Gordon setter class, first 
prize as the be l Gordon of either sex, anil 
first as the best trick dog. At the 1889 
show he was atso awa:ded the highest prize 
in his class. 
Few dogs could bnast of as wide ex­ 
perience as Dorr. Before coming to Cali­ 
fornia he had been hunted by Mr. Taft on 
alt kinds of game and in many States— 
snipe, quail, partridges, woodcock, prairie 
chickens, sage hens, wild turkeys, wild 
ducks, geese, etc. He had quartered field 
and meadow in Massachusetts, Rhode Is­ 
land, New Hampshire, North Carolina, 
Virginia. Indiana, Illinois, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska and Nevada. 
Dorr was not a dog of the “dress parade” 
kind. He was a plain ruggedly built fel­ 
low. of good Gordon type; but be had 
brains in his shapely head, and a nature as 
tender and affectionate as that of a chiid. 
He did what many men h£Ve not done— 
he died leaving a good record of his life. 
If there are happy hunting-grounds in the 
canine paradise, Dorr will be there holding 
his own with the best of his race, and 
“Uncle” Taft will, from his higher piane, 
be found watching the trials and making 
notes on his score card.

FOLSOM AND VICINITY. 


W o rk P ro g re s s in g o n th e P o w er-H o u se 
—A c c id e n t to a C o n v ict. 
[From the Telegraph.] 
I. Fiel left on Thursday last for Lincoln, 
Flacer county, where he will make arrange­ 
m ents to go into business. 
Miss Eliza M arshall died on Tuesday 
night, after a brief illness, at the residence 
of her brother-in-law, P. Hughes, near 
Rolling H ill. She was greatly esteemed 
bv all who knew her. The funeral took 
place on Thursday. 
On Sunday n ig it Melchoir Schlittlor, an 
old and highly respected citizen of this 
^place, died at his residence after a pro­ 
tracted and painful illness. Deceased was 
born in Glarus, Switzerland, ;n February, 
1857, and was nearly C4 vears old at the 
tim e of his death. 
On Thursday an additional force was 
put to work on the State power-honss, and 
another engine put in operation. As soon 
as possible other men will be added and 
the work will be pushed ahead as fast as it 
is possible to do so. Every man on the 
dam will be engaged there inside of a 
m onth, or by the beginning of the year. 
On Thursday a boom on one of the der­ 
ricks at the prison broke, and struck con­ 
vict Webber, who was seriously injured as 
a result of the accident.

RICH QUARTZ DISCOVERED! 


T h e P e rs e v e ra n c e o f 
th e 
N o rth S ta r 
O w n e rs Is R e w a rd e d . 
[Amador Ledger.] 
The most noteworthy event in local m in­ 
ing that has occurred of late is the discov­ 
ery of rich quartz in the N orth Star at a 
depth of 1,000 feet. 
For several years this property has been 
in process of exploration, from assessments 
ot two cents per share levied every sixty 
days upon the capital stock, which is 
chiefly held in Sutter Creek. 
Over $40,000 
has been put into the ground in this way. 
The shaft and prospect drifts are deeper 
than any mine now running in Sutter 
Creek. The stockholders, after so long a 
period of fruitless search, began to grow 
weary of the continual draw upon their 
finances, and there is no doubt "had not 
some encouragement been met with opera­ 
tions would have been suspended in a 
short time. 
Last week the drift at the 1,000-foot level 
encountered small seams of quartz. 
Three assays were made, one giving 
nearly 1300. another $700, and the other 
over $1,000 per ton. 
The formation containing these small 
veins is ten feet wide, the quartz being 
alternated with seams of county rock. It 
is believed that the entire ten feet of mixed 
m atter would pay handsomely. 
These 
veins have been followed for f .mty feet, and 
m aintain their size and richness through­ 
out. It is the general impression that these 
veins will be found above the 1.000 foot 
level if drifts are run in the right direction. 
No well-defined walls are met with and 
this is the only disappointing feature about 
the 
discovery. 
However, the 
opinion 
widely prevails that the North Star now 
bids fair to become a prosperous and pay­ 
ing mine. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


O n e H u n d re d ^ Ilio u s a u d T o n s S h ip p ed 
E a st T h is T e a r. 
Regarding the fruit ptoduct of the State 
the San Francisco Herald of Trade has the 
follow ing: 
“ From careful estimates made by the 
freight agents of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany it is calculated that during the fruit sea- 
eon ’of 1S90-91 there will have been shipped 
not less than 10.000 carloads of fresh, dried 
and canned fruit, the bulk of which will be 
distributed for consumption in the East. 
Allowing ten tons to the car, these ship­ 
m ents would represent an export of 100,000 
to n s of fruit for the year. 
It ¡3 reckoned 
that this enormous export will yield to the 
State the gross return of something like 
$10,000,000, which is a sum not much less 
than the gross product of our wheat ship­ 
m ents in some years. The most significant 
point in a consideration of onr fruit ship­ 
m ent is that it is not much more than ten 
years since fruit shipm ents were made in 
a commercial wav, nor can it be said that 
the shipm ents yet have nearly reached 
their probable ultim ate aggreeate. Large 
acres ot new land are constantly being 
brought under cultivation to fruits and in 
some sections the extensive grain farms 
are being cut up into orchards of no incon­ 
siderable size. There can be no question 
but that California is well on the way to 
the position of the greatest fruit shipping 
country in the world.” 


P ro fit in M o u n ta in A p p le s. 
H ank Hoberts, of H enry’s Diggings, sent 
us down the prem ium box of apples last 
week. They were of the Bellflower variety, 
large and fine flavored. From a note ac­ 
com panying them we learn that they come 
from the ranch of W. T. Armstrong, and 
that the tree, which is comparatively a 
young one, bore between 600 and 700 
pounds ot apples, eqnallv good. At the 
present price of apples, that tree would net 
the owner about $10, and an acre of them 
would net about $2,500. Yet some people 
think fruit raising does not pay. The above 
is an exceptionally large yield for a young 
tree, but half would be a small crop. W hy 
do not our m ountain ranchera go more ex­ 
tensively into the apple business 7—Placer- 
ville Democrat.

D isc h a rg e d C o n v icts S n e a k in g A b o u t th e 
F o lso m P ris o n . 
The Folsom Telegraph of Saturday states 
that on the preceding day a couple of dis­ 
charged convicts were seen in the vicinity 
of the prison grounds about dark, and 
driven away. As it was thought they de­ 
sired to hide opium on the grounds, at 
some agreed place, a strict watch was kept, 
and about 3 o’clock they were seen sneak­ 
ing off. It' was learned that they had 
threatened to plant some explosives and 
blow up the prison, and some of the guards 
were started in pursuit ot them. They 
were captured near town, and taken back 
to the prison to spend the night in the 
dungeon. 
No evidence of their success in attem pt­ 
ing to carry out their threat has been dis­ 
covered, though they were 
thoroughly 
capable of doing what they said they 
would. 
They are desperate men, and 
meant everything they said. One of the 
men was named O'Brien, an d had been dis­ 
charged a few days.

W hen Berton was taken to Fol­ 
som, he informed detective H um e that he 
had some valuable information he might 
give him . Subsequently this information 
was given, and from it H um e traced up 
and arrested his 
men in Chicago and 
cleared Nelson. 
As a reward for the services of Berton in 
aiding to bring to justice two noted crim ­ 
inals, and in setting an innocent man free, 
these instrum ental in convicting Berton 
are now seeking to obtain a pardon for him, 
or at least a commutation of his sentence. 
During the past week the District Attorney 
of E! Dorado received from W arden Auli, 
of Folsom, a letter stating the facts, and 
the effort being made in Berton’s behalf. 


THE FOLSOM DAM. 


I t is A g ain A bove W a te r, a n d W o rk on 
I t is P ro g re s sin g . 
The recent rains caused the American 
river to raise rapidly, and Thursday morn­ 
ing the waler had risen high enough to 
run over the big dam, eays the Folsom 
Telegraph. It commenced running over 
the structure about 8 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing. and continued to do so until some 
time in the night. The big gates at the 
bulkheads had been placed in position the 
night before, and prevented the water from 
running down the canal. This was a for­ 
tunate thing, as it would have resulted in a 
great deal of damage acd loss of tools and 
other things used in the shops. 13 
The water raised about half way up the 
bulkhead gates, but the sand gates" relieved 
them greatly and lessened the amount of 
water that would otherwise have been 
forced to run over the dam. It was about 
six inches deep on tbe top, but by Friday 
it was clear, and work was resumed on the 
last course of stone to be put down, and 
will be continued as long as things are fa­ 
vorable, or until it is done.
